Act inveighed directly against any sale of alcoholic beverages 
was pointed out at the time of and since the passage of the 
Woner Act, but regardless of that fact the Courts very gener- 
ally granted licenses according to 'the Woner Act. 


Some twenty-five or thirty license applications were filed
